He said the delega­ 
tion was advised that many steps 
will have to be taken before any 
help will be forthcoming. 


“First,” he said, “they must get 
an operator for the mine. These 
were only civic-minded 
people 
interested in the project. 
“Then the operator must get 
leases on the property so that we 
will know he is ready to go ahead. 
“Finally, tho 
operator 
would 
have to submit a detailed propo­ 
sition to us, giving facts and fig­ 
ures. 
Then we can determine if 
he can qualify for 
government 
aid.” 
Ore For 20 Years 
Johnson told a 
reporter 
the 
mine should be able to produce 
high quality ore for at least 20 
more years. 
He said government 
aid of at least $250,000 would be 
needed for exploratory work. 
Robert J. Byers, chief indus­ 
trial agent for the Michigan de­ 
partment of economic 
develop­ 


ment, was a member of the dele­ 
gation. 
He expressed belief there 
would be little difficulty in find­ 
ing an operator for the mine. 
“Both Mr. Chapman 
and 
the 
defense minerals people showed 
interest in the project,” Byers said. 
“They have shown us the route 
we must take and we now know 
exactly where we stand. We think 
it is evident there is a large body 
of .high-grade ore in this mine. In 
this defense emergency,” it should 
be used.” 
The delegation realized, Byers 
said, it was not a legal entity with 
which the minerals 
administra­ 
tion could deal officially or which 
could be offered a loan or grant. 
The project also would have 
to win approval of the office of 
defense mobilization and the na­ 
tional production authority.

H eart Diseases Lead 
In Causes O f Death 
T7 EBRUARY is the month devoted to the 
^ 
annual fund-raising campaign of the 
American H eart association. 
No one needs to be reminded that heart 
diseases are the leading cause of death in 
th e United States. T h ey account for u p ­ 
w ards of 40 per cent of all deaths, 
ou t­ 
stripping the dreaded cancer by three to 
one. 
This year, however, it may be more fit­ 
ting to focus on just one phase 
of 
this 
grave medical problem: ifs ravages among 
actual or prospective mem bers of our a rm ­ 
ed forces. 
During World W ar IT. 317.500 men were 
rejected for military service because of 
heart ailments. This amounted to 
per 
cent of all selective service registrants e x ­ 
amined. 
In addition, some 80.000 men either were 
given disability discharges from service or 
died in service as result of heart diseases 
in the w ar years. 
These nearly 400,000 men would have 
ben enough to man 27 in fa n try divisions at 
their World W ar II strength. That's equi­ 
valence to about a fifth of all the men we 
put into the Pacific theater. 
The government figures that it cost $16.- 
000 per case—or 
$640,000,000 
in 
all—to 
handle the serviceman inactivated by heart 
disease during the war. 
The navy esti­ 
mates that it lost 4.000.000 m an-davs b e­ 
cause of rheum atic fever and related rh eu ­ 
matic heart disease. 
The shocking fact in all these statistics 
is that we are here talking about young 
men. not oldsters who might be expected 
to exhibit signs of declining health. 
The m ilitary’s experience in World W ar 
II may well be repeated in the current 
crisis. Ifs too early yet for any general 
figures. But the Pittsburgh Press, analyz­ 
ing draft rejections in that area, reports 
that one out of every eight men turned 
down has an organic heart disturbance. 
When we are trying to find sufficient 
able-bodied young men to man our e x ­ 
panding m ilitary establishment, we feel 
keenly the effect of such deep ravages in 
the nation’s health. High rejection rates 
plague our top soldiers, and are a compell­ 
ing factor in demands for broader draft 
laws which will assure us a really 
safe 
m anpow er backlog. 
But the dilemma in this field is only a 
small part of the heart disease puzzle. In 
1948, last year for which complete, 
ac­ 
curate figures are available, almost 638,- 
000 people died of this ailment in A m er­ 
ica. No medical man pretends the situation 
is improving. 
Give as generously as you can to the 
heart campaign, in the sure 
knowledge 
f'-'t you are attacking m an’s w o n t killer.

Tile hours, of w ork lost in the past week

cannot afford to dissipate the time that is 
available to us. We are in a national em er­ 
gency that is extremely critical. It is u n ­ 
fortunate that the railroad switchmen have 
been unable to recognize it. 
Perhaps 
they are now recognizing it, 
which m ay account for th e back to work 
movement. 
We can only hope that the 
trend continues—and fast. 
The 
workers 
undoubtedly have a grievance, 
but 
no 
grievance can justify a strike that jeopard­ 
izes the nation itself and its preservation. 


ll. S. 'Foreign Legion' 


Has Possibilities 
A N American “foreign legion" for service 
in the North A m erican defense force 
has been proposed by Senator Edwin C. 
Johnson of Colorado as a m eans of reliev­ 
ing the necessity for draw ing heavily u p ­ 
on American men for m ilitary service in 
Europe. 
The 
proposal 
is one th a t undoubtedly 
meets with considerable support in this 
country. The prospective heavy drain in 
manpower in the United States for the r e ­ 
building of an 
anti-Com m unist 
defense 
force in Europe is disconcerting, to say the 
least. It poses a serious problem of disrup­ 
tion ox our industrial force and disrduption 
of our school system. In addition, of course, 
it jeopardizes the lives of the young A m ­ 
ericans who would be called upon to serve 
in the arm y aligned against Communistic 
aggression. 
There is little doubt th a t an American 
“foreign legion” created for service in Eu­ 
rope would be attractive to hundreds of 
thousands of Europeans, 
particularly if 
service in the “legion” including provision 
for eventual citizenship 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
If such a military force, representing the 
United States, were organized in Europe, 
however, assurances would certainly have 
to be provided that the existence of the 
American “foreign 
legion” would in no 
w ay relieve European nations of their own 
obligations 
under 
the 
N orth 
Atlantic 
treaty.

Me rry-Go- Round

W ASHINGTON—Almost as interesting 
as the military secrets he revealed—which 
cannot be told—was the hum an side of 
Gen. Dwight Eisenhower as he briefed the 
House armed services and foreign affairs 
committee on his recent trip to Europe. 
Ike 
impressed 
congressmen with his 
honesty and humility during the closed- 
door session. There w asn’t a m em ber pres­ 
ent—Democrat or Republican—who 
was 
not solidly in his corner wrhen it wras over. 
Probably the best compliment was paid 
by articulate Carl Vinson 
of 
Georgia, 
House armed services chairm an, who did 
not open his mouth once during the entire 
meeting. 
As one congressman rem arked: 
“A guy has to be good to m ake Carl, w’ho 
dom inates all our meetings, take a back 
seat.” 
Eisenhowrer 
reported 
that 
Europeans 
generally were “determ ined” to fight Com­ 
m unism, with our help, but he added that 
we should not adopt a “m endicant 
att!— 
tu n e” toward Germany or any other n a ­ 
tion, as they they are doing us a favor by 
fighting their own battles against Soviet 
aggression. 
“ I'm the kind of a guy who would ra th ­ 
er go down with m y flag nailer! to the 
m asthead, fighting for w hat I believe in,” 
he 
emphasized. 
“Those we are helping 
m ust show the same spirit.” 
Ike also told the closed-door meeting 
that M arshal Zhukov, form er Soviet com­ 
m andant in Berlin, was in bad with the 
Kremlin, apparently because of 
a 
too- 
friendl.v attitude toward w estern powers. 
“Back 
in 
the days w hen I knew him, 
Zhukov was hand-in-glove w ith Stalin,” 
Eisenhower said. “But the last I heard of 
him, he was riding around in an old Ford 
that could use a repair job.” 
FUTURE OF FOOT SOLDIER 
* W hile Ike was stressing the importance 
of sea and air power, GOP Rep. 
Carroll 
Reece of Tennessee inquired if he w asn’t 
“minimizing” the importance of the foot 
soldier. 
“ I don’t w ant to be understood at any 
tim e as minimizing the responsibility and 
ability of the doughboy,” Eisenhower re ­ 
plied quickly. “ No fight has ever been won 
w ithout him. The air force and the navy 
get tile cheers, but the doughboys get the 
w hite crosses in the ground.” 
At one point when he felt that he was 
growing preachy, Ike grinned: “ If I sound 
philosophical, just rem em ber that I have 
been a college president.” 
But he didn’t sound like a college presi­ 
dent a moment later, when, stressing the 
im poitance of unity w ith our European al­ 
lies, he said: 
“ We’d be in a hell of a fix —” 
Then he apologized to Congresswomen 
Frances Bolton of Ohio and Edna Kelly of 
New York. 
One congressman, alluding to Ike’s state­ 
ment that the European people were “de­ 
term ined” to carry on the 
fight 
against 
Communism, asked him the reason. Chief 
of Staff General Alfred G ruenther broke 
in to answ er the question. 
“ Ike himself is chiefly responsible,” he 
said. “He sold the Europeans on the idea 
that we couldn't help them much unless 
they had the will to fight for their own 
salvation.” 
“T h at’s the first time in my life that a 
chief of staff has ever embarrassed me,” 
commented Eisenhower. 
CAPITOL LOWDOWN

It was 
difficult to distinguish the “i” from other 
letters, such os “u,” so “ i” was given an 
acute accent m ark (a small m ark slanting 
; to the right). In time, the accent m ark be­ 
came the dot. 
Now at the beginning of words, “i” oft­ 
en had the sound of “j.” The word juice, 
for example, in Middle English was spell­ 
ed “iuce,” just was spelled “lust,” joy was 
spelled “ioye,” and so on. So a new' letter 
— “ J " —was developed from the Latin “ I,” 
and the small letter was written with a dot 
to distinguish “j ” fiom “y ” and “I.”

w ere on the same level, 47 fire­

Russian Note Called 
Propaganda Blast

W ASHINGTON-* (ZP) — East- 
West negotiations over a big foul 
foreign ministers 
meeting

reached the point where responsi­ 
ble diplomats believe the stage is 
being set for a first class fight 
over the rearmament race be­ 
tween the western nations and 
Russia. 
This is likely to lead to a new 
Soviet

atomic weapons—in

United States Is assumed to have 
a commanding lead over Russia— 
and to western demands for re­ 
duction in the size of Communist 
armed forces. 
A Russian note to the United 
States, Britain and France, made 
public Tuesday night and discuss­ 
ed by Secretary of State Acheson 
at a news conference yesterday, 
provides two pieces of evidence of 
the Kremlin’s desire to focus at­ 
tention on the buildup of power 
in the United States and Western 
Europe. 
Acheson yesterday assailed the 
Russian note as being a propa­ 
ganda blast, charging other peo­ 
ple with what the Russians them ­ 
selves are doing. He said it is the 
masive weight of Soviet and satel­ 
lite military forces which creates 
tension 
in 
the 
world. Acheson 
made no reference to Russia’s as­ 
sumed buildup of atomic weapons 
although that is a major factor in 
official thinking about her total 
resources for war. 
Acheson also asserted that the 
Communist satellite countries have 
built

forces, which in the case of Ro­ 
mania, Hungary and Bulgaria— 
formerly allied with Nazi Germ­ 
any—exceed peace treaty limits.

Citrus Toxins Are 
Studied By Chemists 


BERKELEY — (ZP) — Chemists 
at the University of 
California 
report the theory that an organic 
toxic material in soils cropped to 
citrus plants may have a detri­ 
mental effect on citrus seedlings. 
The study has been prompted 
by the results of tests with 
soil 
fumigation against fungi known to 
be associated with decaying citrus 
feeder roots.

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Watch Deductions 
On Your Income Tax 


3rand Morals 


By JPtMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON — (/Pi — This 
is a reminder to watch your de­ 
ductions in filing your 1950 in­ 
come tax return. 
Be sure to claim all you can. 
rightfully, since the 
deductions 
are subtracted from your income 
before what’s left can be taxed. 
You have no problem if your in­ 
come W'as under $5,000 and your 
deductions were not more than IO 
per cent of your income. 
You’ll use form 1040-A or the 
1040 short form. You don’t have 
to figure your tax on those forms. 
Table Computes Levey 
A tax table, used with both, 
gives the tax on all income under 
$5,000. And a deduction of about 
IO per cent already is allowed for 
in that tax. 
So, in using those two forms, 
you don't have to claim or list 
your deductions. You get. auto­ 
matically, a deduction of about IO 
per cent on income up to 55,000. 
But suppose, although your in­ 
come was under $5,000, your de­ 
ductions actually 
amounted 
to 
more than IO per cent. Don t use 
form 1040-A or the 
1040 short 
form. You’ll lose money. 
Instead, use the 1040 long form. 
There you’ll have to figure jo u r 
own tax and itemize all your de­ 
ductions but you can claim your 
deductions in full. 
Any 
under- 
$5,000 person using the long form 
must itemize his deductions. 
The picture is a little different 
for people with income of $5,000 or 
more. They have to use the long 
form anyway. They can’t use form 
1040-A or the 1040 short form. 
And 
the 
rules for $5,000-or- 
more people using the long form 
are a little different from those 
for people with under-S5,000 in­ 
come using that 1040 long form. 
Knock Off IO Percent 
This is the score for people with 
$5,000 or more income using the 
long form: 
A single person 
automatically i 
gets—without itemizing—a deduc- j 
tion of IO per cent of his income j 
up to a limit of $1,000 in deduc­ 
tions. He just takes that IO per 
cent, knocking that much off his 
income before applying the tax 
to what’s left. Example: 
Jones, single, had $5,500 income. 
His automatic deduction: $550. 
Smith, single had $10,000. Au­ 
tomatic deduction: $1,000. As not- j 
ed, no one gets more than $1,000 j 
as a standard deduction. That’s 
maximum. 
Example: 
Brown, 
single, had 
$30,000. Automatic deduction: $1,- 1 
OOO. If Brown’s deductions actual­ 
ly ran to more than 
$1,000, 
he | 
could claim them but he’d have 
to itemize. 
Limit For Couples 
Tho same goes for Jones and 
Smith. If Jones wanted to claim 
more than the standard $550 al­ 
lowed him on his $5,500 income or 
Smith wanted to claim more than 
the standard $1,000 allowed him 
on his $10,000 income, he’d have to 
itemize. 
Now take married people— 
If a married 
couple’s 
income ! 
wa* $5,000 or more and they file 
« joint return—even though the 
wife had no income—they get a 
standard deduction of IO per cent 
up to $1,000—just like the single 
man—without itemizing. 
But if one of them files sepa­ 
rately, or both do, there’s a limit 
of $500 on the standard deduction 
for them. 
Examples: Jones had $7,000 in­ 
come, his wife none. Filing joint­ 
ly, they get a standard IO per cent 
deduction of $700, without itemiz­ 
ing, whether or not their deduc- 
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al­ 
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• firms actually amounted to $700. 
Or—Smith had $20,000 income, 
his wife none. Filing jointly, they 
get a maximum standard deduc­ 
tio n of $1,000 whether or not their 
deductions were that much. 
But if the actual deduction 
I the Joneses or Smiths ran to i 
than the standard deduction 
J lowed them, they 
could 
c 
them in full. But then they’d have 
to itemize them. 
Maximum Changes 
But suppose this same Jones, 
with the $7,000 income and the 
I wife who had none, files separate- 
j Iv. In that case his standard de­ 
duction is only $500. If his deduc­ 
tions were really more than $500. 
he could claim them but he’d have 
to itemize. 
That’s the rule on married peo­ 
ple: When a married person files 
separately, and his income was 
$5,000 or more. 
the 
maximum 
standard deduction he can get is 
S500. no matter how high his in­ 
come. 
When married couples file joint­ 
ly, they get a standard deduction 
of IO per cent of their income up 
to a maximum deduction of SI.OOO.
